Claims 1-4 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest any of the embodiments as specifically set forth in 
the claims. 

The invention described in claim 1 relates to a flame retardant thermoplastic resin 
composition with good flame retardancy, heat resistance and mechanical strength. 
Document Dl discloses an improved flame retardant polycarbonate composition of an 
aromatic carbonate polymer. Document D2 discloses a flame retardant thermoplastic 
molding composition which comprises a thermoplastic polycarbonate, a styrene graft 
polymer, a phosphate compound and a fluorinated polyolefin etc. However, none of these 
cited documents describe or fairly suggest a flame retardant thermoplastic resin 
composition which includes a cyclic oligomer ic phosphazene compound represented by a 
formula( II) and an oligomer ic phosphoric acid ester compound represented by a formula 
(IV), as described in claim 1. 

Therefore, the subject matter of claim 1 is considered to be novel and to involve an 
inventive step; consequently, the subject matter of dependent claims 2-4 is also novel 
and inventive. 

Claims 1-4 meet the criteria of PCT Article 33(4), IA, because the invention is 
industrially applicable.
